^Thc  year  1946  was  remarkably  free  from  epidemic  diseases,  24 
cades  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified,  only  2  coses  of  measles  and  one 
eacn  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 

The  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  admitted  to 
tne  Isolation  Hospital.
